ton in 1881. Her teachings were taken 
up and accepted at -first by a few fol- 
lowers and as years went by a larger 
and larger number, until the denomi- 
nation today extends to many lands 
and numbers rhlllions of 
adherents. 


Mrs. Eddy began 
preaching In 187S 


and organized 
the,. First 
Church of 


Christ, Scientist, In BSston In 1870. 


Subsequently a large 
edifice was 


erected 1 nthls city, of which she was 
made pastor emerltis. Her writings at 
this time became vary voluminous and 
she contributed largely to the last sci- 
ence journal, 
the 
Christian Science 


Sentinel and Der Herold Der Christian 
Science. 


Mrs. Edd ytook up her residence in 


Concord in 1889 and it was at h*r 
home In Pleasant View that she watch- 
ed the great growth of her denomina- 
tion and received many enthusiastic 
followers. Finally -the number of vis- 
itors became 
so large that she was 


forced to ask them to cease their calls. 
Nevertheless large 
delegations con- 


tinued to go up the Merrimack rlvsr 
nnd in June. 1903, ten -thousand ChrlsL 
tian Scientists visited Concord and 
heard a few words from their leader.

I dy's life in Concord there was a news- 
paper controversy over her identity 
and for several days tha city was fill- 
ed with reporters drawn there by the 
charge that another person was im- 
personating her.

Mrs. Eddy took up her residence at 


Chestnut Hill.,

her friends said was consumed most- 
ly in a constant study.

Cut fine a. half pound of cheese. Puc 


it In n saucepan with a cupful of thin 
cream, a tablespoonful of butter, a 
half tcaspoonful of salt nnd a quar- 
ter of a teaspoonful of white pepper. 
TIe.-U over n slow fire stirring fre- 
quently: when the cheese has melted 
add live well beaten eggs and stir un- 
til the mixture Is smoothly thickened 
and like a very thick custard.

Poor Laws Poorly Enforced. 


The general conclusion is that child

.fives data indicating that in most of 
those countries It would be a physical 
mpossibllity for the inspector to do 
more than a fractional part of their 
work or to do that part thoroughly;

was regarded radically at the 


time of its enactment conditions do 
not differ very essentially from those 
prevailing in Germany and in France. 
Regulation of labor in factories has 
unquestionably led in many industries 
to the development of home produc- 
tion as opposed to factory production. 


The report as a whole leaves the im- 


pression that child labor laws are ex- 
ceedingly difficult of enforcement and 
that the European public Is too prone 
to regard legislative alone as a cure 
for alleged soci/ evils. It is also 
claimed In the report that the devices 
employed to circumvent the law are 
much the same the world over.

Begin Work Before Eight Years Old. 


A recent official investigation dis- 


closed the fact that about half of the 
children began work before they were 
eight years of age. while a very large 
number began before they were six 
years old. 
Their compensation var- 


ied a,ll the way from food and certain 
articles of clothing, to fourteen dollars 
a year for those in agricultural occu- 
pations. 
A large proportion received 


wages of fifty cents to a dollar and 
fifty cents a month. Those employed 
In saloons and bowling alleys usually 
average four cents nn hour, plus free 
beer, sometimes left over .by guests. 


In Belgium much of the recently en- 


acted labor legislation Is attributed to 
a political condition of the Catholics 
and the socialists. The Belgium child 
labor law provides that Ignorance of 
the law Is a sufficient defense of proved | 
violations,

One-fourth of the child laborers in

earn less than ten cents a day; more 
than one-half of them receive between 
ten and twenty-nine cents a day, and 
less than one-fifth receive thirty cents 
or more. Large numbers of children 
under sixteen years and women are 
employed In the manufacture of sexual 
appliances. 
In France,-the Investigator says, the 


enactment of new labor laws has pro- 
ceeded much more rapidly than pro- 
visions for .their " enforcement. 
If 


every establishment subject to the 
laws" were to be. inspected once a year 
that would mean each inspector would 
have to visit 4,265 concerns. 


At the end of 1908 there were still 


173,136 establishments subject to the

once by an inspector. 
In fact, in 190S 


alone 383,873 establishments were not 
visited. 
Children Drilled to Disappear. 


Although the French law provides 


that working children must be sub- 
jected to a physical examination if the 
work they do is apt to prove injurious 
to their health or their physical de- 
velopment, the provision is admitted 
by the inspectors to be wholly illus- 
ory. 
Some of the glass works go so 


far as to drill their child laborers in 
quickly 
disappearing

doors to avoid detection, and the em- 
ployers offer prizes for the children 
most agile !n that performance. Among 
the most frequent and most flagrant 
violators of the rules governing child 
Inbor are religious and charitable in- 
stitutions such as orphanages, says 
(ho report, in which the children usu* 
ally get no wages for their labor, are 
worked overtime and under conditions 
violating not only the law but the or- 
dinary rules hygeine, nnd in which la- 
mentable provision is frequently made 
for their education. 


In France official ago certificates are 


often forged or altered, and a traffic 
has sprung .up especially among thc- 
Italian children Imported Into France 
in droves for employment mainly In 
glass works, brickyards and as chim- 
ney sweeps and bootblacks. 


Cannot Enforce the Laws. 


French court decisions have made it 


next to impossible to enforce the pro- 
hibition of child labor at night, ac- 
cording to the almost unanimous tes- 
timony of the inspectors. Also a dead 
letter Is the law governing the' em- 
ployment of young children in theatri- 
cal performances.

Germany's industrial code, regulat- 


ing the employment of child laborers 
was recognized as having not as much 
abolished child labor as having forced 
Jt out of the factories into horns In- 
dustry.

Everywhere in New Guinea the trav-

MEN DEEPLY MOVED 


Marching back to their cells follow- 


ing a service conducted at the county 
Jail yesterday morning by Mr. ana 
Mrs. William Ashcr. special rescue 
workers with the Chapman-Alexander 
party, a score of prisoners In the Al- 
len county jail, who had sat for near- 
ly an hour beneath Mr. Asher's plain- 
spoken appeal and his wife's effective 
singing, themselves burst out together 
in the strains of gospel melody: 


"1 love Him. I love Him. 


Because He first loved me— 


And. 
purchased my salvation 


On Calvary's tree!" 


It was the chorus of the hymn Mrs 


Asher had taught them but a few mo- 
ments before, and the air was that o

traordinary agricultural and mineral 
products will be housed In exact ro- 
pllcns of Indian palaces. Her priceless 
treasures will be, for the first time 
adequately *«t forth !and visitors wll 
be able to see how large a part India 
plays In the prosperity nnd greatness 
of the BrltisTi cmpl.re. Canada. Aus- 
tralia. New Zealand. South Africa, the 
Sudan, British Guiana, Jamaica, the 
FIJI Island* and others will tell the 
story of their origin and extraordinary 
development. 


For the first time In the history of 


the British empire there will be seen 
representatives of all the races and 
nationalities who own allegiance to the 
king, and their special Industries will 
be reproduced. 


In addition to gold miners, back- 


woodsmen and other pioneers of tho 
empire, there will be aborigines from 
Australia, Maoris from New Zealand, 
the red Indians from the far west, the 
semi-civilized trtbeg from the FIJI is- 
lands, colored people from the Mata- 
bele and Buchuanaland, Eskimos from 
the frozen north, and Chinamen from 
the Malay peninsula.
